1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed.

3. None of prior art teaches a method for authentication transaction comprising a 
separate unit including a biometric sensor and causing local authentication process by 
decrypting and comparing stored biometric characteristic of user, initiating an encrypted 
authentication transaction request comprising recovering atomic time for usage in 
session key generation and encrypting the personalized data using the session keys, 
public keys and third party public key wherein the atomic time is used as a serialization 
and challenge response protocol variable, digitally signing the authentication at the 
separate unit along with recited method as set forth in the claims.
